Dear Sir: 


I am sending to you, under sep- 
arate cover, one of the American Field Service medals. 
This medal was designed by Waldo Pierce, in bronze for 
the enlisted men of this Service who drove ambulances or 
camions with the French Army from the early months of the 
war until our federalization in the fall of 1917, and in 
bronze, gilded, for the officers. The medal is accom- 
panied by a letter of appreciation from the French Ministry 
of War, and signed by M. Louis Maurier, Under-Secretary of 
State. I am enclosing one of these letters, together 
with a letter from the Field Service, which have not yet 
been delivered on account of a change of address of the 
man for whom it is intended. It occurs to me you may 
wish to have copies of these letters for your file, and 
I should appreciate your returning the originals at your 
convenience. 


The medal and its accompanying 
letters were given to all members of this Service, who 
actually saw service as volunteers at the front with the 
French Army, and who are in good standing--approximately 
twenty-four hundred.
